Of more than a thousand wo¬ 
men who responded to requests 
for information on their use ol 
lemons in a recent inve.stigation, 
many I’evealed some unusua;

‘‘A little lemon juice in the 
wash boiler whitens the clothes.” 

“Attacks of indigestion are re¬ 
lieved by lemon juice.” 

“Half a lemon eaten several 
times a day Jjreaks up a cold.” 

“I use the inner skins of lem¬ 
ons to make strawberry jelly 
thicken.” 

“Lemon juice removes burn 
stains from fine textures.” 

“To clean straw' hats, make a 
paste of sulphur and lemon juice. 
Cover the hat with it and brush 
off after twelve hours.” 

“Ijemon juice makes a fine 
shoe polish; also cleans tan 
.shoes.” 

“Lemon rubbed on giease 
stains on wood removes them.” 

"Lemon juice restored the 
baby’s health.” 

“The only candy our baby is 
pennitted to eat is peppermint 
candy which he eats with a half 
lemon. He soaks the candy in 
the juice and seems to like the 
combination.”

FASTER THAN AU I'OS 


I’. E. Ry. Begins Campaign to 
Reduce Accident 
Menace 


G. 11. Grace, secretary of the 
central safety committee of the 
haciiic Electric, is preparing to 
inaugurate a campaign for tne 
special purpose oi reducing auto¬ 
mobile accidents. In tne study 
of tne situation Grace reports 
as follows: 

“A comparison of the total 
number of accidents with tne 
total number of automobiles 
shows that the number of acci¬ 
dents during 1915 was 2.20 iier 
1000 automobiles, as against 
2.00 per 1000 in 1916 and 1.69 
lier 1000 for the six months end¬ 
ing June 30, 1917. 

“when it is realized that each 
automobile crosses our tracks 
many times each day and that 
we ojierate more than 7000 .sei>- 
arate train and car movements 
daily aiong and across hundreds 
of streets and highways, it is 
readily seen that the percentage 
of accidents in the aggregate is 
exceedingly small.

FIRST DEATH 
IN A FOREST 
RESERVE FIRE

'I'lie main fire was all out by 
last Friday. But patrols were 
kept up until Tuesday, watch- 
for fire.s originating from em¬ 
bers which had been carried into 
the nearby brush and broke in¬ 
to flame after smouldering for 
days. 

'I'wo fires broke out as late as 
Wednesday, one in the »osburg 
Canyon and one in the Baiiey 
canyon. Each was in a burned 
area w liei e there was no danger 
of spreading. 

(iood Use for Army 

The excellent service done by 
tlie militiamen from the camp 
at Arcadia proved the good re¬ 
sults which might be a ccomp- 
lisiied by cooperation between 
the army and the forest service 
in time of [xiace. An army post 
.somewhere along the forest re¬ 
serve would provide a mobile 
force of fire fighters, composed 
of men accustomed to working 
together and under orders. 

Effects of Fire 

The tragedy of the black and 
grey slojx-'s of the Hastings can¬ 
yon will enforce the lesson of 
fire protection for some time to 
come. 'I'lie soil i.s ilenuded of a 
thick brush growth requiring 
inaiiy yeais to replace. 

The mo.st immediate effect 
will be the diminishing of the 
ranch water supply until the 
soil has a covering which will 
prevent the immediate run-off 
of the winter rains. 

Greatly increased erosion is 
also a certainty. It will be sur- 
pri.sing if the first heavy rains: 
do not bring dow n gravel depos¬ 
its which will cover the P. E. 
tracks and interfere with cai’ 
service .

; HENRY FORI) ON DELA^ IN ENTKRINt; WAR 

Henry Ford, who was widely criticized for his activity ' 
in liehalf of peace liefore the United States enteied the war, 
has done with the pacifists now and is fully convinced that 
I the struggle to make the woi Id .sale for deniociacy inu.st go 
on until Cerman autocracy is ileprived of the power to men¬ 
ace fi-ee institutions in otliei- lands. Undei' the circuiu- i 
stances his present ixiint of view is interesting. He ex¬ 
plains it as follows; 

“I cannot .see tliat any great harm has come in waiting 
until now with our war prepaiations. Thing.s have moved ' 
.so fast in a meclianical way since this war began that many 
things that were new three yeais ago are out of date now. - 

"We are making 2()(),(l()0 air plane cylinders of steel for 
the government, to he delivered at the rate of lOOd a day. 

We have just develoi>ed a way of making a cylimlei- of solid 
steel cheaply. We are glad to help the government and 
would help even more if called on. We are glad to help in 
the light to stani]) out militai isui; we feel we are doing that 
in producing the cylinders and would iiroduce live thousand 
or ten thousand a day if called upon. 

“A great many of the men who work on lhe.se cylindei's j 
are of German birth, and they are just as keen for stamp- | 
ing out inilitari.sm as any of us. We all want the wai- sU)|)- 
|jed, and the way to slop it is to let the world know that this 
country is in it for all it is worth.” I 

As to the i>rice of the cylinders he is making, Mr. Ford 
.says he is willing to leave it to the government to allow him 
fair compensation and does not ask or exiiect profit. He 
adds that it costs very little more to produce steel now than 
it did Itelore the war. Tliere will be interest in watcliing 
to see if this expression of opinion elicits a retort from 
gentlemen engaged in the steel business.

SIX RULES FOR PREVENTINti FIRES IN THE MTS. 

L Matches—Re sui’e your match is out before you throw it 
away. Matches w hose heads glow after the flame is out 
are dangerous. 

2. I ohacco llii’ow pipe ashes, and cigar or cigarette stumps 
in the dust of the road, and stamp or pinch out the fire 
before leaving them. Don’t throw them into brush, 
leaves or needles. 

.1, Making Camp—Ruild a small camp fire. Build it in the 
open, not against a tree or log, noi' within fifteen feet of 
standing brush. Scrape away the trash front all around 
it. 

1. Leaving Camp—Never leave a camp fire, even for a short 
time, without qiienehing it with water and then covering 
it with earth. 

5. Bonfires—Bonfires ai e , not permitted on the Angelus 
National Forest. 

6. Fighting Fire.s—if you find a fire, try to put it out. If 
you can t, get word to the nearest U. S. Forest Ranger 
or State Fire Warden at once. Keep in touch with the 
rangers.
